AS VIEWED BY STATE PRESS

WATSON ON THE ISSUES. 
(Tom Watson in this Week’s Jef- 
fersonian.) 


The object of Governor Smith ana his 
friends is to make the people believe 
that we would never have criticized 
the administration had not Governor 
Smith refused to commute the sentence 
of Arthur Glover. 

This refusal was not 
until Jauuary, | 908. 

If Governor Smith and his friends 
have been justified in saying that our 
present aftitude is due to personal 
malice, it necessarily follows that the 
criticisms of which the governor com- 
piains were made after the execution of 
Glover. 

If the record itself discloses the fact 
that we published the same criticisms 
that are now complained of, six months 
before the governor was asked to com- 
mute the sentence of Glover, then the 
governor and his friends will be as 
badly sewed up as they were on that 
matter of the early primary. 

In the first issue of The Jeffersonian 
(October 4, 1906,) we published an Open 
Letter from Governor-elect Hoke 
Smith. 

Alluding with 
the fact that he 


made known 


pardonable pride to 
had beaten four op- 
ponents, and had carried {22 counties 
out of i45, Mr. Smith reminded the 
people that he would not enter’ upon 
his work of reform until June, 1907. 

Said he: “Unfortunately, I cannot be 
inaugurated and the legislature will 
not meet until next June.” 

Why was it unfortunate that he could 
not be inaugurated sooner? 

Why was it unfortumate§ that 
legislature would not meet sooner? 

Because the people would have to wait 
until that time for a redemption of his 
campaign pledges. 

Between October, !906,and June, 1{907, 
lay a dismal interval of eight dreary 
months, during which the pople would, 
“unfortunately,” have to wait for the 
advent of Hoke. If, however, the peo- 
ple could only hold themselves down 
for that length of time, glorious things 
would come to pass. 

What was it that was going to begin 
to happen, on and after June, 1907? 

Let us quote Hoke’s Open Letter: 

“Bills should be passed through the 
next legislature covering every princi- 
ple which we put into our state dem- 
ocratic platform. I believe that the 
majority of the members of the legisla- 
ture in both houses are today favorable 
to speedy action and would carry out 
the principles which you have de- 
clared.” 

Thoroughly convinced that the gov- 
ernor-elect meant every word of this, 
we alluded to the retirement of Terrell 
as “the end of an era,” and proclaimed 
the coming of Hoke Smith with the 
joyous words, A NEW ERA BEGINS! 

One after another, the bills covering 
the HoRe Smith program were de- 
feated. 

The anti-lobbying act was to have 
been the very first one rushed through. 
This was to clear the way for all the 
others. Hoke Smith so stated to Mr. 
Watson personally. 

The act which was scheduled to go 
through first mewer went through at 
all! : 

The anti-free-pdss bill also fell by 
the wayside. The Hardeman resolu- 
tions which sought to uncover the se- 
cret relations between the Southern 
railroad and the Central—RELATIONS 
WHICH STILL EXIST—were smother- 
ed by a senator who was recognized 
as one of the Hoke Smith leutenants, 
and who introduced the governor to the 
naudience in Macon when he spoke 
there two weeks ago. 

Not a single one of the Macon plat- 
form principles were covered by acts 
of the legislature—excepting the dis- 
franchisement bill which had been 
agreed on before any one thought of 
Hoke Smith as candidate for governor. 

To Hon. T. W. Hardwick, this state is 
indebted for that measure. 

It is true that the Candler-Overstreet 
act'is a good one, if properly adminis- 
tered by the railroad commission, but 
up to this time we have seen few of 
its benefits and much of its increased 
expense, 

It was on this question of increasing 
the size and expense of the railroad 
commission that we first parted com- 
pany with the governor. By private 
letter and by editorial in this paper, we 
earnestly besought the governor not 
to add in that unpecessary mannet to 
the burdens of the tax payers. 

THIS WAS IN JULY, 1907, NEARLY 
SIX MONTHS BEFORE THE GLOVER 
PETITION WAS ACTED ON, 

The legislature adjourned, with only 
one campaign pledge redeemed. 

Understanding that an extra session 
would be called, and that the governor 
would continue his reform campaign 
by exposing the members of the legis- 
lature who had betrayed the people, 
we gave him credit for doing the best 
he could at that session. 

But when, after dallying several 
months, it was announced by his organ, 
The Atlanta Journal, that an extra ses- 
sion would be “foolish,” we were sur- 
prised and indignant. 

We urged the extra session, and 
warned the governor that unless he 
did all that was in his power to have 
the legislature do as he had promised, 
a storm of criticism would break over 
head. 

This was in October, *1907. 

In his Open Letter of October, 
Governor Smith had declared, 

“Bills should be possed, by the next 
legislature, covering every principle 
which we put into our state democratic 
platform.” : 

The legislature had failed to come up

to this standard of duty; therefore, it |

It hag failed to

None came. The spirit of silence and 
the dove of peace took possession of 
the political fleld. When the governor 
at length went out to make speeches, 
he chose the respectable, innocuous, 
soothing sirup of “Education.” 

The Jeffersonian warned the governor 
that he was making a fearful blunder. 

The masterly series of thrilling ora- 
tions on “Education” had hardly be- 
come historic echoes, before the gov- 
ernor went down to Telfair county 
(November, 1907.) and made a harangue

WILL RUN ALPHABETICALLY 


Smith Ticket and Brown Tickef 
Will Not Be Separated by Those 
fT Charge of the Primary. 
Voting Will Be Hard 
Work. 


Twenty-seven candidates for the Fal- 
ton county democratic executive com- 
mittee hdd paid their assessment, dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours of extended 
time allowed by the present executive 
committee in which the “Brown candi- 
dates’’ were to quality to be voted upon 
at the approaching primary. 

The “Hoke Smith committee,” num- 
bering fifty strong qualified up to noon 
on Tuesday. 

This means there will be seventy- 
sevén candidates on the official ballot 
voted. In the Fulton county primary on 
June 4, beginning with the two cand} 
dates for governor and running through 
United States senator, congressman, 
state house officers, county officers and 
so on down through the candidates for 
the Fulton county democratic executive 
committee from Buckhead district. 

Wil Not Separate Tickets. 

The candidates for the county com- 
mittee will not be separated inte 
“Smith’’ ticket and “Brown” ticket, but 
will be bunched and arranged alpha- 
hetically. 

It will take a campaign manager to 
separate the two tickets from the list 
of alphabetically arranged candidates. 

By reason of this it will require at 
least five minutes to make a choice of 
candidates, for the county committee, 
outside the time taken to select the 
state house and county ticket. 

In speaking of the matter Secretary 
T. W. Winn, of the present Fulton 
county executive committee said: 

“On the official ballot we intend to 
begin with the candidates from the 
county at large. The twenty candidates 
as first announced and the eleven can- 
didates entered Wednesday, will be ar- 
san@ed in alphabetical order regard-~ 
less of whom they are for governor, and 
the voter will e urged to vote for 
twenty from the county at large from 
the thirty-one entered. 

“Then they will be arranged alphabet- 
ically according to wards, each resident 
yoter of a ward voting for his candj- 
dates -from his ward and twenty from 
the state at large.

MISTRIAL WAS DECLARED 
IN BROAD ESTATE CASE 


Jury Could Net Reach a Verdict. 
Case Has Been in Court 
Since 1884. 


After being out all day Tuesday, the 
jury on the Broad estate case reported 
to Sseue Pendleton yesterday that they 
could not agree on a verdict. It was 
declared a mistrial.

McCandless was ap- 
pointed. This was in 1884. The case 
kept hanging fire in the courts until 
two years ago, when a judgment was 
rendered against Morris Conley and his 
property near East Point.
